sough! tho injunction against H ar­ 
ris rally la-! y«ar after tho chief 
burgess stationed patrolmen at the 
corners of Ann St. and S. Seventh, 
and at Main and Ninth Sts. 
T h- patrolm en were ordered to 
enroute all through truck traffic 
off Main St. and into Ann St. be­ 
tween Ninth and Seventh Sis. 
After partial hearing in the case, 
Vidge Fred W. Davis entered a 
Jm sent decree on June 14. 1956. 
which provided thai Harris be en­ 
joined 
form 
placing 
officers 
at 
Ninth and Main Sis., and at Sev­ 
enth and Ann Sts. for the purpose 
of diverting truck traffic, except 
between 9 n m. 
and 6 p.m. on 
Thursday, Friday and S aturday of 
each week from June I to Octo­ 
ber 15. 
Question 
Iii petitioning the court to dis­ 
solve the injunction, Atty. Edwards 
noted that the question originally 
Involved was the right of the bur­ 
gess to divert trucks from Routes 
611 and 209 at Ninth and Main 
Sts. and at Seventh and Ann Sts. 
'I'he m ayor took this action be­ 
cause of henvy traffic congestion 
at these points, the petition ob­ 
served, 
and 
for the purpose of 
••relieving the heavy and contin­ 
uous traffic existing at these points 
during daylight hours.” 
"Since the issuance of said in­ 
junction . . . , the question involved 
has been decid'd by the Superior 
Court . . . in the case of the Com­ 
monwealth versus Harris,” the pe­ 
tition stated. 
That opinion ‘'specifically gives 
to police officers the right to di­ 
vert traffic to expedite traffic and 
divert 
congestion,” 
the 
petition 
added. 
The petition is returnable at IO 
a.m., April 8 in Monroe County 
Court. 
The Superior Court decision con­ 
cerned Hie case of David M. H ar­ 
rison. 
Pittsburgh, w ho protested

In a contest for the second m ajor Republican-held jnist in 
Lansing, Democrat Lynn M. Bartlett, Grosse Pointe school 
administrator, was ahead of Edgar L. Harden, Republican, by 
138,970 votes to 130,661. 
Harden took a leave as president of N orthern Michigan 
College at M arquette to m ake the campaign.

The halite In obtain federal approval of 
the Keystone Short way — vital link in the 
shortest highway route possible l**tween 
New York and Chicago — has reached the 
crossroads. 
Strong pressures hate been e\er- 
rispd in W ashington and elsewhere In 
have the l -S. Itureau of Public Roads 
appm te a route that would lake the 
highway north of New York City into 


New England. 
'I'he route selected by the Pennsylvania 
Highways Department on the basis of its 
own and independent surveys runs a t w e e n 
Stroudsburg and Sharon. 
It would In* a 
direct route across the state and would 
connect with superhighways to I** built 
in Ohio and New Jersey. 
As proposed, 
each highway would coincide closely with a 
straight line drawn from Chicago to New 
York. 
Outside interests which are endeavoring 
to divert the Shortway from its straight 
line route have requested a new survey on 
costs and traffic based on building the road 
bv way of Scranton. Port Jervis and Peeks­ 
kill. V Y ., and Hartford. Conn. 
The new study was authorized by the 
Bureau of Pubic Roads at the request of 
New York State and Connecticut, which 
said that the traffic which the* new high­ 
way would develop l>etween Chicago and 
New York City was too great to In* dumped 
into the congested metropolitan New Jer­ 
sey-New York area in the vicinity of Ber­ 
gen County and the George Washington 
Bridge. 
This district’s congressman. Francis E. 
Walter, has arranged a conference in W ash­ 
ington tomorrow, with state and federal 
officials invited to attend. 
Purpose of ti*** 
meeting is to reach an agreement on the 
most practical route and then to press for 
its speedy approval. 
Rep. Walter maintains that the Common­ 
wealth of Pennsylvania as a whole would Im* 
gravely injured by any change in location 


of the route between ( ’Iii* ago and New York 
as it pertains to Pennsylvania and that the 
Commonwealth has the sole right to say 
where the road should go. 
In this, he sui»- 
ports Gov. G e o r g e M. Leader and High­ 
w ays Secretary Joseph J. Lawler in desig­ 
nating the Sharon-Stroudsburg line as the 
most economical, practical and feasible that 
can Im* built. 
The United States has an even greater 
stake than Pennsylvania in finding the la*st 
possible route. 
From a national defense 
stand|)oint. it is urgent that a straight-line 
superhighway be built between the two 
largest industrial centers of the country - 
New York and Chicago. 
A longer highw ay that terminates in 
New F.ngland cannot serve the nation as 
well as one leading directly into New ^ ork 
City. 
In normal times, the northern route 
would add immensely to the traffic c o n g e s ­ 
tion north of New York C ity, and in an 
em ergency such as war-time, the result 
would Im* utter confusion. 
We cannot imagine the Department of 
Defense approving any line except the dir­ 
ect ( "hit ago-to-New 
York 
Highway that 
would include Hie Sharon-to-Stroudsburg 
Shortway as a key link, with a direct con­ 
nection with Philadelphia and its |x>rt facili­ 
ties.
